I could 
not conceive a fairer way to treat a 
political opponent who had made a 
lalae and misleading public atatement 
than to pnt hla atatement and my cor- 
rection on the same card and give them 
circniation and let the people, who 
have acceaa to the record, determine 
Itom the record whose atatemsnt is 
(oirect. Mr. Miller devotes two col- 
nmns of a recent issue ot the Hartiord 
Herald to my card with^nt refuting a 
tingle ititement oi mine or calling 
n|on the people to examine the rec- 
ord of the Fiscal Conrt for themaelves. 

Mr. Miller says I failed to Infurm 
the conit how many bonds should 
have been issued.

Bnt it is easy 
to prove that a greater amount of 
l.onds were aold than necesaary by 
ratling attet'tion to the fact that twen- 
ty-six days after the bonds were sold 
bonds to the amount of $5,000 were 
piidofi. If this amount was not ac- 
tually paid out of proceeds of the bond 
rale, it was in sight and bonds to the 
amount ol $25,000 only should have 
Iwen issued
